Church, and was noted for his political 
activities. 
claimant to the Hungarian Crown, who 
was a protege of the Turkish Govern- 
ment-and an opponent of the Hapsburgs, 
he was excommunicated by Clement Vil. 
and is said to have died soon ‘after from 
this shock. His nephew, John Laski, in 
the ‘course of his studies abroad, came 
into contact with Erasmus ar * embraced 
Reformation doctrines. He visited Eng- 
land at the invitation. of: Cranmer, and 
later was appointed superintendent: of the 
London. Church of foreign refugees, For a 
time he had great influence at the Court. 
of Edward VI. Albertus Laski, supposed 
to have been a nenhew of the Reformer, 
also visited England in 1583, concerned 
with less spiritual aims, arid squandered 
his fortune in his search for the philoso- 
pher’s stoné, having entered into part- 
nership with the notorious John Dee.

accustomed. I have seen a flock making 
their way cautiously across their run, | 
headed by the cock, who walked with 
dignified mien, bending at every step to 
near-sightedly examine his toes. It would 
be interesting to know if other birds feel 
this bewilderment in like circumstances. 
Robins and other small birds, while, no 
doubt, suffering their share in snowy 
weather from cold and hunger, neverthe- 
less, display extraordinary skill in locat- 
ing choice morsels of food at a consider- 
able distance.

The limited 
number of beds, combined with the long 
treatment necessary for numbers of the 
patients, made it impossible to comply with 
the demands for admission, and consequtntly 
the waiting list was seldom less than 70 
throughout the year. | 

If the hospital were supplemented by an 
open-air extension outside Dublin, not only 
would it be better for the patients, but many 
more could be treated while they were still 
young enough to be cured of their defor- 
nities, 

During the year the gymnasium had been 
divided into two rooms in order to separate 
the out-patients from the in-patients, and 
thus lessen the fear of infection. The equip- 
ment had been modernised and various im- 
provements had been ‘carried out. The 
national school was an important feature of 
the hospital life—it was hardly realised that 


crippled children had never been to school 
at all, especially in the country. But once 
in the hospital, ithe school came to them, 


and helped them to become wage-earners in 
the future. 

Mrs. Haughton. and Miss Riordan’ were 
thanked for their work in connection with 
the Linen Guild. The report also recorded 
with regret the death of Mr. Gage 8. Green, 
Vice-Chairman: returned thanks to the Cor- 
poration, the Dublin Hospital Sunday Fund, 
and their county cot collectors, and ac- 
knowledged contributions with thanks. 

In proposing the adoption of the report, 
Major-General Sir George Franks, K.C.B.. 
said that he never had spoken at any meet- 
ing with greater pleasure. The hospital had 
been in existence for sixty years, and during 


that time there had been no less than 50,000 


crippled children receivec, helped, and 
restored. “That was a wonderful achievement. 
He also referred to the national school in 


the hospital, where poor children who, in 
normal circumstances, could not go to school, 
were. educated. 

He personally for the future would sup- 
port the hospital for various reasons. The 
first reason was that the work was for chil- 
dren, and he considered that. there was no, 
cause which appealed to a greater extent to 
everybody than work which was being done 
for the young. sick, and crippled children. 
Then, again, the hospital meant hope. One 
could imagine the fate of these poor children 
in their daily lives and in their own 
homes. In this country” particularly 
crippled children were to an unusual extent 
outcasts. Very often in their own homes 
the parents were actually ashamed of 
crippled children and hid them away, He 
had been much struck by photographs shown 
him in the hospital of children before treat- 
ment, during treatment, and after treat- 
ment. In the first photographs there was 
a picture of apathy and despair, and an 
absence of joy. They had no life or hope 
in the future, and were, in fact, a burden 
to their families and to the State. Later on 
one could see joy comihg into their faces, 
and at the end of the treatment utter cheer- 
fulness. That, he said, was a marvellous 
evolution. 
Again, in the wards of that hospital he 
had seen courage being born. He had ex- 
pected to see fear in the faces of the chil- 
dren, but there was not a trace of it any- 
where. Dr. Haughton and his staff were 
looked upon as people who would restore to 
the children life and hope. His fourth 
reason for supporting the hospital was that 
it brought back to him his faith in miracles. 
He had seen photographs showing literally 
miracles of surgical skill, and he would like 
to pay tribute to the marvellous skill of Dr. 
Haughton and the staff. Their work was 
given simply for the love of humanity, 


THE PATIENT'S NEEDS 


Dr. C. Somerville, seconding the adoption 
of the report, said that they had heard the 
report describing the work that had been 
done in the hospital during the past year, 
nnd most of them probably would think 
that it was satisfactory. So far as the treat- 
ment of crippled children went, the work 
was. Satisfactory, but he would ask 
their attention while he spoke of a much 
larger problem—a problem the importance of 
which could not be overstressed. As most 
of them knew, the hospital very soon would 
have to vacate their present premises, but, 
despite that the problem of the cripples had 
assumed such great dimensions, and had 
proved itself to be of such immense im- 
portance to the community at large, that re- 
consideration from every angle was very 
necessary. he Governors had given the matter | 
their consideration, and there were certain 
aspects in the present arrangements made 
for the care of cripples which had given 
them grave concern, That a crippled per- 
son shvuld come into an orthopedic hospital 


and receive, medical treatment did not 
cover all his requirements, . What 
a cripple required most was that 


he should be made able to do some work, 
that he should he educated in such work, 
and, finally, that he could get work which he 
was able to do and enjoy, so that he ulti- 
mately might be given the ability and oppor- 
fanity to live a happy, contented and useful 
life, like his fellows, able and willing to take 
his full share in the duties entailed by citizen- 
ship. In this. country they fell very short of 
that ideal. 

When a cripple was admitted to the hos- 
pital his condition would certainly be im- 
proved, but he would then leave the hospital 
only to find that he was incapable of earning 


tunity of learning a trade suited to his ulti- 
mate condition. Through no fault of his own 
he was compelled to drift into the ranks of 
the unemployed, and, being physically abnor- 
mal, he became unemployable. A misanthrope 
developed, a permanent burden to the State. 
whose children, if he had any. were destined 
to grow up in the most unhealthy surround- 
ings, and the money spent in his treatment 
was able to make no return They must 
remember that that was going on every day. 
, The cripple required—and had the perfect 
right to demand—a chance of earning his. 
independence for 
himself and his family. Therefore, the treat- 
ment of cripples was inseparable from educa- 
tion, and if any orthopedic institution was to 
give lia best to the nation the two must go

REORGANISATION ... 


The first question that arose in any re- 
organisation scheme would be the discovery 
of the ot “ and the compulsory) notifica- 
tion; to the recognised authorities. Next 
came treatment, and, while this hospital was 


— 
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doing its best to grapple with the sa sh 
problem, it was lamentably small for the 
work it had to do. It should be large 


enough to allow for the admission of 
patients without delay. The nature of the 
work lifted it out of the sphere of charitable 
enerprise. The crippled child should not be 
degraded by and m th 
of charity for something which it had a 
right to demand. They found among the 
progressive nations that the financial burden 
of the treatment and education of cripples 
was being undertaken by public, moneys, 

The hospital should be fully equipped to 
give all forms of treatment, and should con- 
tain its own workshops for the manufacture 
of splints, artificial limbs, and appliances of 
all kinds. The supplying of those necessities 
at preent was most unsatisfactory, not only 
for the patient, but also from the different 
view-points of the doctor and the public, 
who had to pay the bill. All medical 
opinion was unanimous that a general 
hospital was not the jcorrect place for 
orthopedic treatment... The requirements 
were entirely different, and a suitably 
equipped hospital for this work was 
absolutely essential. 

They had heard in the report that the 
average length of stay of children last year 
was fifteen weeks, and the Board felt very 
strongly that this was not, in the best 
interests of the children. Rather, should it 
be the objective of the treatment to get the 
children on their feet as soon as possible, 
and out of the hospital atmosphere, and that 
could only be accomplished by providing a 
school for crippled children separate from, 
but near to, the hospital, where they could 
live in happy surroundings, and yet were 
accessible for repeated inspection and further 
treatment. 


EDUCATION 


Again, they came to the question of educa- 
tion, and they could see that, in addition to 
the hospital, there must be an. associated 


school for adults. The trade-s¢chool also must 
be situated in close proximity to the hospital. 
The work done there should be solely an 
education in suitable trades, which would 
have as its final objective the employment of 
crippled individuals all over the country and 
their independence of Stat- support or 
charity, as far as possible, or for their whole 
lifetime. Combined with the trade education, 
there must be a bureau devoting its time 
entirely to getting work for graduate cripples 
discharged from the trade-school and _ for 
keeping in touch with old pupils. Such work 
was not eharity; it was a vital necessity. 

The complete orthopaedic institution, then, 
must contain three entities—the hospital, the 
children’s school and the trades-school. Such 
a conception was not an idle dream. In other 
countries, notably Sweden and Denmark— 
both small like our own—there were huge, 
new, fully-equipped hospitals, children's 
schools and trace-schools for cripples. In 
those countries they were of the opimon that 
it benefited a nation both morally and finan- 
cially to build orthopedic institutions of this 
nature. 

Concluding, Dr, Somerville said :—When | 
tell you that to-day we are far behind all 
other nations in our náir at cripples 1 am 
not giving you my own opinion alone; and we 
cannot possibly plead the excuse of poverty. 
The sweepstakes have given this country an 
opportunity of starting work of this kind, 
and this hospital, in which we are so much 
interested and which is know 1 throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, would be 
proud to join in the birth of such a work, 
reaching, as it would, to the highest Christian 
ideals, and being in every sense. a national 
memorial of permanent value that we would 
be proud to pass on to the generations to 
come. (Applause.) 


DIFFICULTY OF THE POOR 


The Lord Mayor (Alderman Alfred Byrne, 
T.D.), supporting the motion, said that he 
had come to pay a tribute to the work that 
was being done in the hospital—a tribute on 
behalf of the Corporation and of the citizens 
of the City of Dublin, and of Ireland as a 
whole. ‘lLhey appreciated what was being 
done, and he i say that the Corporation 
would do anything they could to support 
the claim for increased accommodation and 
facilities. 

in this city of ours, he said, there should 
be no waiting of young children for a bed 
to come in, and get cured of their deformities. 
There ought to be a speeding-up of the pro- 
vision of beds. I have the knowledge that 
there is a great difficulty about this matter, 
and we in public life meet with it every day. 
In the City of Dublin the unfortunate citizens, 
his wife or children, had gveat difficulty in 
getting into hospital. That should not be so. 
There should be plenty of accommodation for 
vur people. The may or his wife selects a 
certain hospital, and I should not have to be 
told that that person should go to the Dublin 
Union Hospital. 1 do not wish it as a com- 
plaint, but I should not be told that the 
wards are being painted, or that the nurses 
are on holidays. There are plenty of nursing 
establishments in the city where nurses could 
be taken in from, and I do say that the big 
men in charge of the hospitals should make 
immediate provision for the holiday season. 
If alterations are being carried out, it is up to 
thení also to find temporary accommodation, 

Continuing, the Lord Mayor said that, at 
the same time he wanted to congratulate the 
Dublin hospitals on the manuer in which they 
were giving attention to the people. In the 
early future he hoped to see that fine hospi- 
tal in a position not to have to keep patients 
on a waiting list, and also to see it with an 
outdoor department. ' 

His remarks about the Dublin Union were 
not, he added, to be taken in any disparag- 
ing sense, for medical skill of the very best 
was provided there, together with most up- 
to-date equipment. 

The President of the Chamber of Com- 
merce (Mr, John O'Neill) proposed that the 
following Governors, who retired in rotation, 
he re-elected :—Mr. W. Brown, Captain R. 
French, Mrs. Haughton, Miss Kirkpatrick, 
Mrs.~Dermod O’Brien, Mr. E. J. Phelps, 
K.C., Mr. Justice Pim, Miss Riordan, and 
that Mrs. W. H. Lamb be elected a Governor 
of the hospital.

FREE STATE MATERIALS 


So far as could be judged at present the 
work of that nature in the*main would have 
ta be undertaken by local authorities them- 
selves. Free State materials and appliances 
were being used increasingly in the erection 
and reconstruction of houses for which grants 
were being paid under the Act. ' The pay- 
ment of grants was conditional on the use 
of Free State materials as far as possible, 
and the failure to comply avith that condi- 
tion led to a substantial reduction, or in 
some cases to forfeiture of the entire grants. 
rhere was no longer any reasonable cause for 
failure on the patt of builders to use Free 
State materials. ‘The percentage of such 
materials used in house-building in 193% was, 
1 was estimated, 30 per cent. of the whole. 
his had increased in 1934 to’ 45 per cent., 
and to-day it was approximately 53 per cent. 
Che present bill did not propose to extend the 
period for completion of houses and to 
qualify for grants. All houses must be com- 
pleted by March 31. 1937. It was estimated 
that by that date 22.000 new houses would 
have been erected and 18,000 houses recon- 
structed since 1932 with the aid of grants. 

The Government’s main responsibility in 
regard to housing in the future must be 
directed towards speeding up the work of 
Slum clearance and the eradication of un- 
healthy dwellings. Most of the local bodies 
had a gocd record in that respect. ‘the 
measure of Government assistance for those 
bodies provided under the Act of 1932 was on 
a generous basis, and as these schemes pro- 
gressed the liabilities of the 
increased. When the further 
private building by the present bili 
allocated it was intended to review 
question of making grants to persons and 
public utibty societies, 

The -Minister said that the low, unsightly 
and unhealthy corrugated iron structures 
which hitherto were to be seen in some of 
the rural areas were disappearing, and were 
being replaced by well-ventilated rooms of 
adequate height with slated or tiled roofs. 
"he inspection of completed work in the 
different areas had shown that living condi- 
tions had been very considerably improved 
by the aid of these grants, and. it was note- 
worthy that the standard of cleanliness of the 
newly-constructed houses had also risen. 


THE BUILDING TRADES 
Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.I., Dublin, N.) said 


that the Minister “had given no indication 
of what the burden on the Exchequer “was as 
a result of the Act. and the rate of increase 
of that burden. While huge amounts were 
being spent the unemployment in the build- 
ing industry apparently never was greater 
than it was to-day, What was the explana- 
tion at a time when all that expenditure was 
going on? 

Mr. MICHAEI, BRENNAN (U.I., . Ros- 
common) said that grants had not. been paid 
in the cases.of houses which had been finished 
for two and a half vears and were occupied. 

Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that certain persons describing themselves as 
builders tendered for the erection of a small 
number of labourers’ cottages. When the 
contract was secured the local authority found 
it very difficult to get these people to start; 
and still greater difficulty in getting them 
to finish the work. ‘The Department should give 
special attention to that matter in the future. 
Contractors should be made to carry out their 
contracts. The giving of contracts to persons 
who were not genuine contractors was also 
unsatisfact ory. 

The Department, he suggested, should not 
be so timid in sanctioning sehemes of house 
building by direct labour under a capable 
engineer,

THE TIME LIMIT 


Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (U.I., Mayo, 
S.) said that he was afraid that in the 
building scheme which the Minister had put 
into operation there was one fundamental 
defect which had a most injurious effect: on 
the building schemes, and that was the 
urging by the Minister that houses should 
be built within a certain time. Throughout 
the country a considerable number of houses 
were being crected by means of a building 
grant. They were jerrybuilt, and would not 
be habitable even within the lifetime of the 
youngish men who were building them. 

The houses which it was thought were 
solving the housing problem would constitute 
a problem in twenty years time, when a 
number of these so-called habitable houses 
would have become uninhabitable. The main 
thing required was serviceable houses, whose 
chimneys would draw, and which would keep 
out the draughts. 

Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said 
that he was of opinion that, in order to get 
rid of the incompetent contractor, the Minister 
should insist on the local authoritiés giving 
out contracts for blocks of ten or twenty 
houses. 

He paid a tribute to the Minister’s Depart- 
ment, which, he said, had been doing ex: 
tremely good. work—the best work of. any 
Department during recent years. He strongly 
objected to the building of houses with 
cement blocks. Some of the atuff being put 
into houses in the County Dublin was a dis- 
race, 
~ He asked whether it was the intention’ of 
the Minister to fill the vacancy on the 
Housing Board. If there was any justifica- 
tion for the existence of the Board one of its 
most important members should ke a compe- 
tent and qualified engineer. 


CONCRETE TILES 
Mr. BRODERICK (U.I., Galway) said he 


thought better supervision was necessary, 
and it was anáil to have better clerks of 
works and engineers. He believed that the 
houses built by direet labour were going te 
be very costly. They were entirely too fast 
in the use of concrete tiles—which, according 
to experience, were not water-tight—and they 
should endeavour to develop the slate quarries 
instead of using tiles turned out with British 
machines, Belgian cement and German dye, 

Mr. E, DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) 
said there might be a very severe and long 
frost in the country and some of the cement 
block houses would disappear in the thaw. 
He appealed: to the Minister to do something 
to clear out that type of material, for quality 
sliould be as much the aim as quantity. He 
instanced the case of the Dublin city tenant 
with £3 per week who was paying £1 12s. 6d. 
weekly rent, and three months after the house 
had been built he was warned to keep his 
children away from the boundary wall, which 
eventually fell down, 

Mr. T. J. MURPHY (Lab., West Cork) 
also advocated the use of direct Jabour in 
house building, He thought it a much better 
policy, and one which would eliminate de- 
lective work. 

One provision of the Housing Act which. 
in his view, had been flagrantly disregarded 
was that in relation to wages. It had been 
found that large numhers of persons were 
successfully evading that provision, and even 
local authorities were in a conspiracy in that 
regard, He thought that a scandal and an 
incentive to defective work, All deputies in 
the House would unite in expressing thanks 
to the officials of the Housing Branch of the 
Department of Local Government for the 


sympathetic manner in which these officials 
had met all claims. 


RIBBON BUILDING 


Mr. JAMES DILLON (U.T., Donegal) 
asked what were the functions of public 
utility societies other than to collect an addi- 
tional £10 on each grant? He suggested that 
the Minister should define clearly what were 


the functions of utility societies, and if it 
was found that these societies were not 
carrying out their functions, then they should 
he abolished. He would also like to know if 
the Minister had made up his mind to deal 
with the ribbon-building evil, under which 
they had houses being built along main reads. 
He thought that all the local authorities 
needed to check this evil was a strong repre- 
sentation from the Minister. Building cn 
town-planning lines would be more econ > nic. 

He also advocated a wider use of ‘thatch 
roofs, instead of slates and tiles ín rural dis 
tricts, and said that thatch roofs not alore 
kept houses dry and warm, but woul pro- 
vide constant employment for craftsmen in 
this art, as well as providing the only use to 
which wheat straw could be put. : 

He wanted to know ‘what had become of 
the Housing Board. That Board, he said, 
had started off with a great flourish of 
trumpets, but nothing had been heard of it 
for some time, until one member raised a cry 
against building at Castlebar, and had then 
been sacked. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER suggested that 
it was not desirable to raise the Castlebar 
inquiry at that stage. " 

Mr. DILLON said that he had no intention 
of raising it, but it was. the only evidence 
they had had of the Housing Board’s being 
alive. Perhaps the Minister would now tell 
the House what assistance or guidancé he had 
received from the Housing Board.. 


SLUM PROBLEM 


“Is the Minister satisfied,’ said Mr. 
DILLON, “that the slum problem is being 
dealt with as rapidly as could be? We have 
been four years engaged on the problem in 
Dublin, and yet can the Minister say that 
any great impression has been made? [ know 
that iarge numbers of houses have been built 
in Kimmage, but those do not seem to bring 
the people out of the slums.” 


While the Dublin slums cénstitufed a 
great problem, said Mr. Dillon, should 


they have a slum problem still in Limerick ? 
Along. the quays at Limerick he discovered 
recently tenement houses as bad as those in 
Dublin. It should be no hardship to any 
working man in Limerick to have a house in 
the outskirts of that city. 

Referring to the oecupants of labourers’ 
cottages, Mr. DILLON said-that he knew of 
&% man earning £3 10s. a week getting 
labourers’ cottages, which were subsidised 
by the local authorities, Very few small 
farmers could claim that they were earning 
a steady £5 10s. a week. 

Mr. DOCKRELL (U.1., Dublin County) 
said that the fact that people could not get 
a room for even 10s. a week showed. the 
demand there was for houses for the poor. 
There were numerous houses that were unfit 
for human habitation, but when they were 
brought to the notice of the Corporation the 
officials said: ‘‘ The house is unfit for habita- 
tion, but we have no alternative accommoda- 
tion, and what are we to do?”’

GOVERNMENT’S URGENT 
DUTY 


In his reply to the debate, Mr. SEAN T. 
O’KELLY (Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health) said that the bill did 
not purport to deal with moneys for the build- 
ing of houses by local authorities. Very 
heavy burdens, he agreed, had been placed 
on the local authorities, and also on the 
State, by the housing legislation. The 
country as a whole was, he believed, fully 
conscious of that. Jt was the grave and 
urgent duty of the Government to end the 
slums and provide good sanitary houses for 
the people who still lived in slums and the 
working classes generally, It was going to 
be a very heavy burden, and would require 
considerable time, an enormous amount of 
money, and increased burdens on the State 
and Íocal authorities to deal adequately and 
efficiently with the problem. mh 

He was not averse to anybody calling 
attention to the amount of money bein 
spent or the amount of the additiona 
hurden being borne and still to be borne,

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State and the local authorities were really 
doing on that question. 

‘* A great effort is being made. Generous 
grants have been put at the disposal of 
private persons and public utility societies— 
more generous than ever in the history of 
the country and more generous in proportion 
to our resources than In any other country, as 
far as I know. ‘The House has agreed with 
me that, whatever money is required to find 
a proper and satisfactory solution, must be 


found.” 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Dealing with the increase in the unem- 
ployed figures relating to the building trade, 
the Minister said that the unemployment, 
which was greatest in the City of Dublin, was 
due to the stringency of money. He recalled 
that the housing loan floated by the Dublin 
Corporation last year had not been a success, 
and, for one reason or another, the banks had 
to carry a large share of it. ‘This year the 
Corporation loan had been oversubscribed 
two and a half times, and he thought it, 
was largely due to a better financial position, 
in. which the country, as a whole, and 
investors had found themselves, perhaps, as a 
result of the financial operations of the 
State. In consequence of that stringency, 
building had been slowed down. 

““ Building,’’ he said, “is going to.go ahead 
at a much greater rate this year. The City 
Manager has already accepted tendprs for a 
number of large schemes, and another quarter 
of a million has been made available for the 
operation of the Small Dwellings (Acquisition) 
Act. That will put back into employment 
probably a greater number of those on the 
lists, so far as Dublin City is concerned, of 
the unemployed in the trade.” 

He believed that the Small Dwellings (Ac- 
quisition) Act was a good one, and had 
helped considerably in enabling local authori 
ties and private individuals to provide houses 
at a cost cheaper than it would be if the 
Act were not there. 

The main job was to wipe out the slums, 
arid provide decent houses for those who were 
unable to provide them for themselves. As 
far as the credit of the local authority and 
the prudent working of the Act was con- 
cerned, he would like to see it in operation 
every where. 


THE RURAL AREAS 


In the rural areas there were legal diffi- 
culties which it had been found next to im- 
possible to get over, and it had been brought 
to his notice where there had been cases of 

ross default. He would advise County 

ouncils to make an example of these, am| 
go slowly, if not stop, the operation of the 
ct, altogether, until those who had neglected 
their duty had been brought to their senses. 

Regarding delays in the payment of grants, 
the Minister said that letters of complaint 
were much fewer now than they used to be, 
Complaints against contractors had arisen 
chiefly where labourers’ cottages were con- 
cerned and where contracts had been given 
to people without building experience.

GREAT ACHIEVEMENT 


In 1952 he gave what he considered a 
reasonable estimate of the number of houses 
which should be built in the country in three 


ay eas 


authorities in urban. areas he estimated for 
7,000, but up to the end of December last 
year 10.675 had been erected; in rural areas 
where he had estimated 2,500 as being a 
reasonable estimate 5,350 had been built. He 
had thought on that occasion that 4,000 
would have been a reasonable number for 
utility societies to build in three years in 
urban areas. but that number, too, had been 
exceeded, and the total to December ól was 
5.344, and in rura} areas -the figure of 4.800 
houses built by such sqcieties which he had 
given in his estimation was increased by 
1.986. Reconstructed houses, for which he 
had estimated 1,200, had heen increased by 
3.333. That was a grent achievement, which 
was only made possible by the assistance 
given to him and his department by the 
members of the Housing Board. 

During the course of his travels throughout 
the countrv he had not noticed very much 
ribbon development. and he agreed that there 
should be obstacles against, the building of 
lahourers’ cottages along the main roads. 

Though a good deal had been done in the 
matter of housing in Dublin City he was not 
satisfied with the progress being made, At 
the present time they were not building more 
than 1.000 honses a vear in the city, and if 
the present slum prohlem was to he over- 
come in the lifetime of anyone in that House 
they must build at least 2.000 houses per 
vear in the city. He knew that in the matter 
the Citv Manager was doing evervthing in 
his power, and that there were certain difi- 
evlties of finance and the getting of suitable 
labour. but those difficulties must be over- 
come if there was ever to be an end to 
sinms. 

The second reading was agreed to. and the 
Committee stage was fixed for next Wednes- 
day.

THE REV. OWEN DUDLEY'S. 


LECTURE

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,— According to your report of a lecture 
by the Rev. Owen Dudley in your issue of 
February 17 he said that it was ‘‘ bad man- 
ners ” for a man to call himself an agnostic. 
Why should it be? An agnostic is a person 
who confesses that on some particular ques- 
tion he is ignorant. Are there not many 
such questions? If we do not know, is it 
not mere honesty to say so? 

I confess myself an agnostic on the subject 
of spiritualistic messages. I do not know 
whether they really come from people who 
have died or from some other source. «The 
lecturer affirms that ‘‘ they are from lying 
spirits masquerading as the souls of the 
dead ” I mav fairly ask how does he know 
this? Why should we not trv to communi- 
cate with our departed friends, if it be pos- 
sible to do so? Why should not they try 
to communicate with us? We do not dream 
of condemning Marconi and others for try- 
ing to communicate with living friends on 
earth by means never imagined before; why 
should we condemn experiments to see if it 
be possible to communicate with those who 
have. passed into. another world? Why 
should such an attempt, any more than com- 
munication by wireless telegraphy, be de- 
nounced as an insult to God,” and 
‘‘ blasphemous impertinences towards their 
Creator’’ ? In any case it is a relief to me 
to know that the lecturer is so well ac- 
quainted’ with the devil as to be able to 
assure us that he “gets a mighty good 
laugh out of spiritualism.”’ I am glad to 
hear it; for in my ignorance I thought that 
his life was not a very happy one. It 
can’t be too bad if he can have a good laugh 
now and then. 

The lecturer Mates that Roman Catholics 
are more courteous than Protestants. As he 
has experience of both parties he ought to 
know. [ am afraid that there is a great deal 
of agnosticism on this point, especially 
among Englishmen; and there is a great 
mission before the Rev. Owen Dudley if he 
can enlighten his English fellow-countrymen 
as to the truth. For Englishmen have a cer- 
tain prejudice against the manners of this 
country—e.g., in its treatment of the King’s 
representative. No doubt, the lecturer will 
be able to explain that it is really the height 
of courtesy and good manners on the part 
of a people who are ' of the Royal blood of 
the King of Kings.” He must know that 
members of the Churches of England and 
Ireland claim to be Catholics. It is not very 
courteous to call them ‘‘ non-Catholics.”’ But 
then we must remember that the Rev. Owen 
Dudley is only an Englishman, and was 
brought up in Protestantism; so what could

UTHORITIES are to hold an exhaus-

need for searching inquiry 1s demonstrated 
by the fact that Hornchurch Aerodrome 
and the Ford works at Dagenham—two 
of the objectives—were attacked h á 
times within an hour and complete! 
“ destroyed.”' The raiders took advantage 
of every bit of cover from the clouds and 
got through unmolested. The defending 
aeroplanes had not speed sufficient t 
check the attackers, and were outpaced by 
the others. A similar story comes from 
New York, where the defending planes 
were quickly put out of action by an 
attack, and New York was laid waste. 
It appears that the chief cause of the two 
bombing ‘plane disasters was bad weather, 
and wireless messages were sent out at 
1.50 a.m. from Andover ordering a thuig 
tion of the exercises ; but the bomber fro# 
No. 10 Squadron had already crashed on 
the Sussex Downs. The other machine 
may have been driven out of its course 
owing to the weather.

No 
date has yet been fixed for the meeting, 
but it is expected that it will take place 
early next month. The Committee ol 
‘ighteen passed a resolution last Novem- 
ber accepting in principle the proposal to 
extend sanctions to include oil, provided 
it were shown that this could be done 


effectively. 


The Naval Conference 


Not much is heard regarding the Naval 
Conference at present, but it is rumoured 
that the United States naval delegation 
has received instructions from Washin¢- 
ton on the proposal that there shall be 
more 35,000-ton warships. The Washing- 


_ton Government agrees. to this point, but 


will not consent to more than three being 
built before 1940, and if SEAI be 
reached with Japan the guns are/to be 
14-inch. The explanation of this decision 
is that battleships will need extra armour. 
protection against aeroplanes and sub- 
marines, and to carry the additional weight 
they will need to be of 35,000 tons. It 
seems that this rule is not expected to 
apply to cruisers and other war vessels. 
France is now expected to accept the 
ruling. If she does, the end of the Naval 


) Conference is in sight, as technical agree- 


ments on qualitative limitatigns and ex- 
change of information are expected to be 
agreed upon during the first week in 
March. Accompanying these agreements 
will be a protocol embodying the principle 
that other Powers, and, in particular, 
Germany, Russia and Japan, should be in- 
vited to adhere to the naval treaty which 
will be signed in the autumn. 


The Privilege of Peerage 


The bill introduced into the House of 
Lords yesterday by Lord Sankey to abolish 
privilege of Peerage in relation to criminal 
proceedings is one of few words, being 
confined to two short clauses. The first 
clause, after proposing the abolition of 
privilege, states that punishment orders 
which may be made, and any appeal which 
may be brought, shall be “ the same in 
the case of persons who would, but for this 
Act, be entitled to privilege of Peerage as 
in the case of any other of His Majesty's 
subjects.” The schedule to the bill 
specifies 18 Acts which would be partly or 
wholly repealed, the first going back to the 


fifteenth century and the reign of Henry

This is called recital of Macna 
Carta relating to trial by Peers, noble 
ladies to be tried as Peers of the realm 
are tried.’ Parts of two Acts passed in 
Henry VIII.’s reign would be repealed, 
and sections of two of Queen Elizabeth's 
reign. Another measure which would be 
affected is ‘‘an Act for the safety and 
preservation of His Majesty’s person and 
Government ‘against treasonable anil 
seditious practices and attempts,’’ passed 
while Charles II. was on the throne. 


Empire Migration 


The three official members of the new 


Empire Settlement Board will be the 
Under-Secretary for the ’Colonies, the 


Assistant Under-Secretary, and a repre- 
sentative of the Treasury, while the un- 
official members, whose names are expected 
to be announced in the House of Commons 
to-morrow, will include representatives .o! 
commerce and industry. Although the 
Board’s functions are to be advisory, it 
will play an important part. It will work 
in consultation with the Dominions’ Hig): 
Commissioners in London, and will put 
forward migration schemes for submission 
to the Government. No attempt will be 
made to revive former schemes for the 
migration of agricultural workers, as there 
is no shortage of labour of this character 
in any of the Dominions now. The open- 
ing-up of new industries, however, may 
provide opportunities for useful work by 
the Board.

Bes mystery of the disappearance of 
Mrs. Vera Ball, whose abandoned, 
blood-stained car was found at Shankill, 
County Dublin, on Tuesday, remains un- 
solved, 

Police officers admit that they are faced 
by many baffling elements, but they fear 
that Mrs. Ball may have been the victim 


of foul play. The theory is advanced that . 


the body may have been buried, or, more 
probably, thrown into the sea, which is 
only a short distance from where the car 
was found. 

Mrs. Ball, who was aged fifty-three 
years, was the wife of Dr. Charles Preston 
Ball, of 81 Pembroke road, Dublin. She 
had lived at 23 St. Helen’s road, Booters- 
town, with her son Edward. 

On Monday at about 8.50 p.m. she left 
her house. Her car, containing a blood- 
stained towel, and with the back seat 
saturated with blood, which had pene- 
trated thesfloor and flowed on to the rear 
wheels, was discovered near the cliff over- 
looking the sea at the foot of Corbawn 
lane, Shankill Cross, at 9 o’clock on Tues- 
day morning. Since then Civic Guards and 
detectives have been searching for Mrs. 
Ball. | 

Local police spent yesterday on the coast 
in the district looking for clues, while 
others in all coastal stations are keeping 
a close watch out. Investigations were 
also made at all the city and county hos- 
pitals without result. A description of the 
woman has been circulated to all police 
stations. 

THE SCENE OF THE 
MYSTERY | 

The laneway where the car was found is 
heavily sheltered by trees on each side, 
and leads from the main road at Shankill 
Cross to the sea, which is about half a 
mile away. There is a steep drop on to the 
rocky shore, where the cliff has shelved 
away, and a barrier of earth and wooden 
posts has been erected as a protection to 
traffic. 

The car, an Austin “Seven,” was found 
facing the opening on the right which has 
been left for the use of pedestrians, It 
has been removed to the Civic Guards’ 
headquarters at Kilmainham for examina- 
tion by the State Pathologist and finger- 
print experts. The upholstery and fittings 
have been much damaged by blood stains, 
and broken glass is said to have been found 
lying on the floor. 

The investigations are in charge of 
Chief-Superintendent Brennan, of Head- 
quarters; Chief Superintendent Reynolds, 
of Bray; Superintendent Dunleavy, of 
Dun Laoghaire, and Superintendent 
O’Connell, of Dublin Castle, together with 
a large number of special branch detec- 
tives and Guards. 

An all-day search was carried out on 
the seashore and in the Shankill district 
yesterday. 


POLICE ACTIVITY 

The State Pathologist (Dr. John 
McGrath) went to her home in St. Helen’s 
road. Detectives were placed on duty at 
the doorway, and refused admission except 
to Civic Guards. Finger-print experts 
and other officers examined the rooms. 
They refuse to say if the examination has 
produced any helpful evidence. It is 
understood that everything in the house 
was in order. 

The police have taken statements from 
friends and relatives of Mrs. Ball, in- 
cluding her son Edward, of her movements 
immediately prior to her disappearance. 
Edward is 19 years of age, and lived with 


his mother.

Mrs. Ball, a daughter of the late 
Captain J. Weatherill, of Messrs. John 
Weatherill and Sons, ship-owners, D’Olier 
street, Dublin, was fond of motoring and 
gardening, and had numerous friends in 
the Booterstown locality. She employed 
a daily maid. Two years ago her son 
Edward returned from England, where he 
had been at school. 

Dr. Charles Preston Ball, her husband, 
yesterday said that the first intimation he 
received of his wife’s disappearance was 
when detectives called at his house in 
Pembroke road to make inquiries. 

‘I am hot in a position to speak with 
authority,” he said, “but I am not in- 
clined to think that Mrs, Ball met with 
foul play.” | 

Dr. Ball added that his wife had been 


treated in a nursing home recently, but 


appeared to be perfectly well when he saw 


her last week.

emergency, as in war-time, to require the 
complete concentration of industry on 
production of military importance; but, 
unless the lessons of war-time experience 
in the sphere of industrial organisation 
are to be wasted, there is occasion for a 
study both of the immediate effects, and 
of the possible consequences later, of the 
programme for the re-equipment and en- 
largement of the defensive forces. 

[he argument for co-ordination of the 
forces themselves is no more powerful than 
the need for co-ordinating the industrial 
forces. Great as are the resources of our 
industry, they will easily be thrown out 
of gear by a mistiming or misdirection of 
the large -additional orders which the 
Government will be bound to place. If 
the best use is to be made of our money 
and our equipment, the Government must 
enter the market with judgment and be 
well advised of the best industrial method 
of carrying out the programme. 

Methods of carrying out the programme 
economically and efficiently, adds The 
Times, and with proper c acern for the 
good of industry, as well as for the 
security of the Empire, deserve, therefore 
—and ‘are, no doubt, receiving—imme- 
diate attention. The programme will be 
a statement of extraordinary, not of or- 
dinary, requirements. Great care will 
have to be taken if swollen Government 
demands are not to leave a legacy of 
problems of adjustment later on. A pro- 
gramme, or rather a plan, of production 
which seriously interfered with our 
foreign trade would be paid for twice 
over,

HERE is always a business-like, 
impersonal atmosphere about any 
debate in the Dail which is in the charge 
of the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. Mr. O'Kelly at times 
permits himself a moment of relaxation 
in replying humorously to an interrupter, 
but his wit is of the most genial kind. 
He is in actual fact able to treat Deputy 
Dillon on the basis that Deputy Dillon 
is a thinking human being—not thinking 
much, perhaps, but, at any rate, think- 
ing. This tolerant attitude is in the 
sharpest contrast with the approach of 
Messrs. Lemass and MacEntee to .the 
member for Donegal. 

Yesterday in the Dail we had Mr. 
O’Kelly at his best. The matter on hand 
was the second stage of the Housing 
(Financial and Miscellaneous Provisions) 
Bill. Mr. O'Kelly introduced it in the 
greatest detail, 
written sheaf of papers. Very few other 
members of the Executive Council go to 
this. trouble, but Mr. O'Kelly doeX it 
every time. It does not make for furiot\s 
political controversy, but it does get the 
work done. 


HARD WORK 


This particular debate lasted for over 
four and a half hours,’ mainly through 
the indulgence of the Chair. Realising, 
no doubt, that the speakers were being 
genuinely conscientious, the Chair 
allowed them to range over most aspects 
of the present building boom, although 
only a few minor matters actually were 
at stake. Deputies Kelly, Belton, Dock- 
rell, Brennan and some others gave the 
House their expert opinions; and Mr. 
O’Kelly, in his reply, thanked them for 
their useful criticism. This kind of com- 
pliment is paid once in every two thou- 
sand times by a Minister who is conclud- 
ing a debate, and on the few occasions 
when it is paid the public gallery may be 
sure that it has just passed through a 
period of} infinite boredom. Deputies, on 
the other hand, regard with satisfaction 
a good piece of work well done. 

The second stage cf the bill was passed 
without division: and from that point 
onwards the session steadily degenerated 
into a series of ineffectual squabbles be- 
Deputy Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney, however, selected the Chair 
to be his opponent in a difference of 
opinion. | 


DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 


There was a supplementary estimate for 
law charges down upon the order paper, 
and in the course of the ensuing discussion 
Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney wanted to 
know if any of the money granted in the 
estimate would be spent by the Attorney- 
General on examination of a crime com- 
mitted by the Land Commission. He ex- 
plained that land had been bought by the 
Commission “ to relieve conges®on,’’ but 
that it had been sold afterwards to a 
doctor and to two national teachers. The 
Chair suggested that it was entirely dis- 
orderly to put up a hypothetical case to 
the Attorney-General, and then demand 
his opinion upon it. Deputy FitzGerald- 
Kenney, however, considered himself well 
within the teunds of order, and for at 
least twenty minutes they discussed the 
question in all its aspects. Mr. Conor 
Maguire listened to the argument with an 
expression of the most . profound 
melancholy. Some agreement eventually 
was reached, although it was impossible 
to determine its nature. The discussion, 
however, closed. : 

At private members’ time a motion 
standing, and standing, incidentally, for 
the last three years, in the names of 
Deputies Anthony and Morrissey, was 
resumed by Deputy Corry. Deputy Corry, 
speaking on the same motion last Wednes- 
day, had thrown the House into confusion 
by his statement that ‘‘the Dublin 
Corporation was the most corrupt body in 
the. country.’’ Subsequently he withdrew 
it, to lesser the chances of people’ being 
annoyed. by his speech. Deputies Anthony 
and Morrissey. wanted legislation to be 
introduced which would permit local 
authorities to supplement their revenue 
by rates levied on moneys received by 
ground landlords; and their kindly wish 
stirred up as much trouble as the activities 
of the thread factory at Westport. 


THE * YELLOW STREAK ” 


Deputy Corry was with them in that he 
thought ‘‘ ground landlords should be com- 
pelled to deliver up their loot,’’ but he 
considered that the motion was going 
about the question in the wrong way. 
Then came Alderman Kelly, on Deputy 
Corry’s own side of the House, with a 
really passionate defence of the Corpora- 
tion, and an equally powerful condemna- 
tion of Deputy Corry, Cork, Cove, 
Kanturk and all that sort of thing.

Don Portela Valladares has 
handed in the resignation of his Right-. 
Centre Government, finding his position 
intolerable in view of the sweeping Le. 
victory. 

As Prime Minister from December, 
1931, until September, 1933, Don Azana 
was responsible for such important 
measures as the enfranchisement of women, 
the disestablishment cf the Catholic 
Church, and the expulsion of the Jesuit 
Order from Spain. The following year 
he was for 87 days confined on board a 
warship on charges of being concerned in 
the October rising in Catalonia. He has 
proved himself a strong and determined 
Republican leader, and as such made many 
enemies, being sometimes called the “' best- 
hated man in Spain.” 

It is strongly rumoured that tho Presi- 
dent of the Republic himself wants to 
resign, but has been asked by Don Azana 
to postpone his decision. 

For several days now the triumphant 
Left have been calling on Don Portela 
Valladares to give up the Government to 
Manuel Azana. Constitu- 
tionally it was impossible for him to do 
this, as the Premier, whose Government 
handles the elections, is obliged to pre- 
sent himself to the new Parliament on its 
opening to. be absolved of all responsi- 
bility of action during the election, and, 
following this, to resign with his Cabinet. 

In the case of Don Portela it is still 
doubtful whether he will be returned to 
his seat in Corunna. : 

Every effort had, therefore, been made 
to induce him to stand by the Constitu- 
tion in this last respect or, at least, to 
delay his resignation until to-morrow, 
when the official ‘recount of electoral 
results takes place and official figures are 
announced for the first time. 

Even Manuel Azana, the leader of the 
Left, has shown himself very unwilling to 
take on the Government before to-morrow. 


CABINET MEETS 

The Premier has, however, found the 
position intolerable, and all persuasion 
has been in vain. This morning, after a 
lencthy meeting of the Cabinet, he an- 
nounced that the members had agreed to 
their collective resignation, declaring 
their confidence in him, and empowering

On leay- 
‘ng it the Minister of Commerce, Sefior 
Alvarez Mendizabal, announced’ the 
resignation of the Cabinet, and the Pre- 
mier was heard to say: “ Free at last.’’ 

Sefior Gil Robles, the Fascist leader, 
and defeated candidate, has announced 
that, bowing to the wishes of the people, 
he submits to their judgment. This re- 
assures those who feared a reply of force 
from this still powerful politician. His 
influence in the army has caused consider- 
able uneasiness. 

Seftor Gil Robles further announced that 
after. the trials of the electioneering cam- 
paign he was in need of a rest, and would 
hand over the leadership of the Cathohe 
Party, the largest separate group of the 
next Parliament, to Senor Jiminez 
Fernandez for an indefinite period. 

The desire of the President to resign is 
attributed to the fact that he is well aware 
of his unpopularity with both Left and 
Right. If he does resign his, place would 
first be taken by Don Santiago Alva, the 
present Speaker of the House, and one cf 
the Left’s most bitter enemies. Hence 
Sefior Azana’s efferts to keep the President 
in office for the time being. 


THE LEFT 

Once in power the Left could raise one 
of their own partisans to the Presidency. 
Of these Julian Desteiro, or Diego 
Martinez Parrion, seems to be indicated. 

The reports which were abroad last 
night concerning the attempts of certain 
important members of the army to take 
over the military air force would now 
seem to have been started by malicious 
agitators, but of which party it is not 
known. ' 

Don Portela announced this morning 
that the two Generals who were rumoured 


without a stain on their character. 

All has been very quiet in Madrid to- 
day, the only excitement being caused by 
the spectacle of a mysterious aeroplane 
diving and swooping about the town.

Certainly in the 
performance last night there was a lot to 
be commended. The chorus was RSS 
full, and the parts were well balanced wit 
fresh young voices that made some of the 
part-singing a joy to hear. There was plenty 
of animation both in singing and action, and 
the big ensembles were well managed in such 
limited space, 

Of the principals, one has only to mention 
the name of some as sufficient to show the 
standard of the work. Alf Gaynor was the 
Duke of Plaza Toro, a character which he 
has played repeatédly with marked success.

The M.C.C. have received the following 
cable from India :—‘‘ Board gave your pro- 
posal fullest consideration, and have most 
reluctantly come to decision that during 
1936 tour it would be impossible for India 
to comply with the wishes of M.C.C. in re- 
gard to new leg-before-wicket rule. Writ- 
ing. 

To this message the M.C.C. replied : 

‘Your cable reeeived February 19. Mary- 
lebone Committee and all counties unani- 
mously decided, in the best interests of 
i cricket, to continue leg-before-wicket experi- 
ment in all first-class and minor county 
cricket in 1936. Committee hope your Board 
will reconsider the position, as they are con- 
fident you will realise they cannot arrange 
to play Indian matches under different con- 
ditions. Kindly cable as matter is urgent ”’ 

In adopting this firm attitude the M.C.C. 
are acting in the only way possible in con- 
formity with the strong opinion formed by 
the great majority of cricketers in England 
after their experiences last summer.

MANY NEW FIRMS 
ENGAGED 


a 


HE Government were trying to build as 

I many houses as possible, and, natur- 

ally, the cheapest materials were used, 
said Mr. F. G. Thompson, Managing Direc- 
tor of the Waterford Brick and Tile Com- 
pany, at a sitting of the Prices Commission, 
in Castle street, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. J. 
F. O’Brien, B.A. (Chairman) presiding. 

The Commission Ts inquiring into the cost 
of materials used in the construction ol 
houses. : 

Mr. Thompson said that he had about one 
million and a half bricks in stock, as his 
trade was affected by the factors. that 
affected the other brick manufacturers. He 
had four acres of deposits, the depth being 
from three to sixty feet. The men’s wages 
varied from ls. to 1s. $d. an hour, 

Mr. E. Barrett, Ballinphellic Brick Works, 
Co. Cork, said that he had thirty acres of 
land for brick work operations and produced 
between 60,000 and 70.000 bricks per week. 
He believed that his firm could produce the 
best bricks in Great Britain or Iveland. The 
greater portion of their output was marketed 
in Dubhn, the bricks being conveved there 
by rail. The prices free on rail at Cork 
ranged from £3 10s. to £4 Ss. per thousand. 
Thirty men and ten boys were engaged by 


the firm. The men earned trom 30s. to 35s. 
a week. Thev all had been unskilled. It 
was found absolutely impossible to. train 
some men who had got into a groove. The 


boys were engaged for training. It was hoped 
to turn out bricks at the rate of 100,000 
a week, 

Mr. Peter P, Doyle. Athy Brick Company, 
Ltd... said that he had eleven acres. and. had 
a supply of clav for ‘about twenty years. 


Last vear the firm had produced 700,000 
bricks, and the year before over a million, 
when thev had a focal housing contract. In 
the summer months about forty men were 
employed, and in the winter 10 to 20 The 
wages ranged from £1 to £2 6s. a week. He 


was optimistic about the future of the brick 
industry. In the last four their out- 
put had increased. 


“A TERRIBLE TIME” 


Mr. N. N. Wallace. of the Courtown Brick 
and Tile Works, said thai result of a 
fire in the works the firm had passed through 
a really terrible time. They had 
just to keep coing, but had not “let down ” 
anyone.

PRINCESS WOUNDED:

FACTORY PURCHASED 
PIGS 


BEST WAY OF SELLING 
Tá attention of the Pig Marketing Board 


has recently been drawn to the fact that 

at one er two fairs the average price 
realised for pigs sold by _ live-weight . to 
persons other than curers compared untfavour- 
ably with the Board’s fixed prices for live- 
weight pigs. The Board would, therefore, 
urge on producers who sell pigs by live 
weight the desirability in their own interests 
of looking for prices which compare closely 
with the Board's fixed prices. There seems 
no adequate reason why producers should 
not at fairs obtain prices, having regard to 
the deductions, at least equal to the fixed 
prices. 

Every producer should by this be aware of 
the fact that prices are specially fixed for 
pigs known as factory-purchased pigs—that 
is, pigs delivered to a factory to be paid 
for after slaughter, weighing and _ grading. 
This method of selling pigs is the fairest both 
to the buyer and to the seller; the seller can 
rest assured that he will get the full price to 
which he is entitled according to the weight 
and quality of his pig. - The weighing and 
grading of pigs is being constantly checked at 
the factory by inspectors of the Board. The 
Board are sattelied that the factory can be 
relied on to carry out the killing, weighing 
and grading fairly. : : 


To Get Highest Price 


The highest price is fixed for the factory- 
purchased pig. Whereas the deduction to be 
made in the case of the pig sold by live 
weight. is 5s. ld. per pig, the deduction to be 
made in the case of the factory-purchased pig 
is only ls. 2d. The producer has, therefore, 
4s. out of which to bear the cost of consign- 
ing his pig to the factory. Even in districts 
remote from factories there seems no good 
reason why producers could not arrange Ly 
co-operation among themselves to make up a 
lorry-load or wagon-load for a factory. 

The Board are gratified to note that there 
is a steady increase in the number of pigs 
sold as factory-purchased pigs. ‘There is, 
however, room for much further extension of 
this manner of selling pigs.- Producers who 
are dissatisfied with the prices obtained when 
selling by hive weight at fairs and markets 
ought certainly consider a change in thé 
method of selling. 


LARGE WHITE PIGS BEST 


——€ 


It has been reported to the Pigs Market- 
ing Board that some young pigs of the Ulster 
breed are being offered for sale at fairs in 
midland districts, in which Ulster pigs have 
not hitherto been known. The Board desire 
to warn producers in those areas that the 
Ulster. pig is not as suitable for the purpose 
of bacon curing as the large Irish White, and 
that producers in the districts referred to 
should. not on any account use any sows of 
the Ulster type they may have purchased 
for breeding. Any producers who have pur- 
chased young pigs of the Ulster type should

MARKETING 


HINTS FROM HOLLAND 


ITH the revision of the coal-cattle pact 
V4 the importance of the British market 
has been officially recognised by the 
Irish Free State Government 

In this connection, two articles which have 
recently appeared in the Dutch newspaper, 
De Telegraaf, and the Swiss newspaper, 
Neue Zurcher Zeitung, are interesting, as 
they support the arguments often advanced 
in these columns that countries which sell 
their produce in the British market can only 
achieve remunerative prices if they organise 
their export trade and present the kind of 
product which the British housekeeper wants. 
The gist of the first article, as summarised in 
the monthly report of the Northern Ministry 

of Agriculture, is as follows :— 


F olly of Undercutting 


While Netherlands butter, it is claimed, 
is of better quality than butter from Denmark 
and from the Dominions, it fetches a price 
which is considerably lower than any of 
these varieties. Danish butter was recently 
quoted at 123s. to 124s. per cwt., and Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand butter from 108s. 
to 110s.; Dutch butter, on the other hand, 
officially quoted at 107s. to 109s., was actually 
selling at as low a price as 102s, to 104s. per 
ewt. It is pointed out that the gap between 
the price of Danish and the price of Dutch 
butter is due to the fact that the Danes 
have laid themselves out, as they did with 
bacon, to make their butter answer the 
wishes of the British public and to secure 
a regular supply of Danish butter on to the 
British market. Dutch butter; on the other 


is liked by the British consumer, but is 
also irregular in supply. Though Dutch 
butter exporters have attempted to keep pace 
with marketing progress by agreeing to a 
price at which butter may be sold to importers, 
in practice their butter is offered on the 
British market under the official export price. 
The general practice of *price cutting and the 
unloading of supplies by speculators on the 
market when prices show a tendency to rise 
impede any improvement in the price 
level for Dutch butter and the establishment 
of a good reputation in Great Britain for 
this variety. The only way in which the 
Netherlands can improve their position in the 
British market is to regulate supplies by 
concentrating the import of butter into Great 
Britain in the hands of the few reliable 
agents who would watch the price in London 
in conjunction with the current market: posi- 
tion. 


Meeting Agricultural Depression 


Dealing with agricultural policy in the 
Netherlands, the second article discusses ways 
of meeting the present agricultural depression 
One way out, it suggests, lies in an improve- 
ment in export methods. Since England is 
still by no means self-supporting, there is a 
large market for finished agricultural pro- 
ducts such as butter, eggs, bacon and vege- 
tables. In the case of butter, particularly, 
the Netherlands has failed to adopt the right 
export methods. Because the export of 
Dutch butter to England is not centralised 
and no regulations have been made as, to 
quality, packing and methods of delivery. 
prices of Dutch butter are far below those of 
the Danish product and at times below those 
of Australian and New Zealand and East 
European produce. 


WORMS IN PIGS 


HOW TO GET RID OF THEM 


There are several proprietary powders on 
the market for expelling intestinal “ worms 
from pigs, many of which give satisfactory 
results. These powders should be used 
according to the directions given with them. 
A vegetable oil, known as oil of chenopodium, 


has also given very satisfactory results for 
expelling worms from pigs, and is. 
economic to use than many of the proprietary 
worm-powders. It is best mixed with raw 
linseed oil in the proportion of one part oil 
of chenopodium to 19 parts raw linseed oil. 

These oils can be obtained from any chemist. 

The pigs should be fasted for at least 24 
hours prior to dosing with oil of chenopo- 
dium, and only water allowed to drink, says 
the monthly report of the Northern Ministry 
of Agriculture. The amount of the dose to 
be given should be regulated according to 
the weight of the pig, as follows :— 

For pigs weighing 30lbs. (approximately 8 
weeks old)—one tablespoonful (half an 
ounce). 

For pigs weighing 60lbs. (approximately 11- 
12 weeks old)—two tablespoonsful (one 
ounce). 

For pigs weighing 90lbs. (approximately 15 
weeks old) —34 tablespoonsful (13 ounce). 

For large sows—one wineglassful (25 ounces). 


Subsequent Treatment 


Six hours after the pigs have been dosed 
they should receive a light, soft feed contain- 
ing an allowance of Epsom salts per head. 
The amount of salts to give again depends on 
the weight of the pigs. Pigs weighing 30lb. 
each should receive about three-quarters of an 
ounce each of salts; those of 6Olb. weight, 
about 14 ounces, while pigs weighing up to 
90lb. should receive from 2 to 24 ounces each. 
From 6 to 8 ounces of salts per head should 
be given to large sows.

Dosing for worms is best carried out after 
the pigs are weaned, and on farms where 
these parasites are prevalent, the worming. of 
all litters after weaning as a routine practice 
is strongly recommended. Breeding sows 
can also be dosed after the young pigs have 
been weaned or prior to farrowing, but it is 
advisable to dose -in-pig sows at least one 
month before farrowing is due to take place. 

After the pigs have been dosed for worms, 
the houses should be kept regularly cleaned 
out; otherwise fresh infestations of these 
parasites may be picked up. Dirty. houses 
and yards are very conducive to the spread 
of worms, and, unless an effort is made to 
improve housing and range conditions, the 
results obtained from the use of worm medi- 
cines will not be satisfactory.

} NEED FOR ORGANISED | POULTRY-KEEPING AND 


MANAGEMENT 


SOME USEFUL HINTS 
N O branch of agriculture has made such 


enormous progress in the past 30 years 
as the poultry industry, said Mrs, 
Battersby, of Hill Poultry farm, Athboy, Co. 
Meath, in a broadcast from 2RN. The ever 
increasing demand for home produced eggs 
aud poultry has developed the industry so 
much that there is no reason why the smallest 
householder should not be able to make a 
satisfactory addition to his income by keep- 
ing a few hens, but L would like to stress 
the point, that there is no good people think- 
ing that by throwing them a few sloppy 
potatoes every now and again, that hens will 
repay them by laying eggs when they are 
scarce. Regularity amd commonsense are the 
key notes to success in poultry keeping. 


Need to Specialise 


I would advise the average person to 
specialise on one breed, the four most 
popular are:—Rhode Island Red, White 
Wyandottes, Light Sussex, and White Leg 
horn. I put the Rhode Island Red first, as 
they are very hardy, and easy to rear, and 
layers of plenty of large eggs, The White 
Wyandotte and Light Sussex are splendid 
layers, and, of course, the cockerels of the 
Light Sussex are supreme table birds. The 


‘advantage of the White Leghorn is that she is 


hatched with profit up to the end of April 
and early May, whereas the heavy breeds, to 
give a good return during the winter months 
must be hatched before March 25th. The 
drawback to the White Leghorn is that the 
cockerels are not good table chickens. 

During the last few years*sex-linkage has 
come very much to the fore. This mating 
consists of the crossing of two pure breeds, 
such as a Rhode Island Red cock with White 


result that the sex of the chicks is discerns 
able at birth. The pullets follow the colour 
of their father. and are brown, whereas the 
cockerels are white or grey, like their mothers. 
These birds may be said to appeal chiefly to 
two classes of poultry keepers—(1) the raiser 
of table: poultry who requires cockerels that 
manture quickly, and (2) the small holder or 
backvarder who cannot afford much initial 
outlay, but who expects a quick return for his 
money, in the way of eggs. 


Chicken Rearing 


Now we will look into the very first stages 
of the business, which is the: production of 
the chicken. There are several different 
methods bv which this may be done. The 
first and oldest method is to.set a broody hen 
on twelve eggs. and let her do the work, but 
do not think that,she will do her part if you 
do not look after her. She will require regu- 
lar attention, by which I mean that every 
day, at as near as possible the same time, 
she should be taken off the nest for about 
ten ininutes. and fed and watered and let run 
about. Her feeding should consist princt- 
pally of grain, such as oats and maize mIx- 
ture, Another important point in the 
management of broody hens is to take care 
they are quite free from body vermin, such as 
fleas and lice; if such a thing is found, dust 
them well with any good disinfectant powder. 
Again, be sure to see that rats cannot worry 


her. 


Using an Incubator 


If a iarge number of chickens are required, 
[ suggest the use of an incubator. . Tha 
modern incibatos. is a cleverly designed, 
efficient machine, and certainly not difficult to 
work, and nearly all makers supply in- 
structions with the machines. There are a 
few golden rules that all users of incubators 
should observe. First, the position of the 
machine. See that it is not put in a direct 
draught; again see that it is on a level place. 
I advise the use of a spirit level for this job, . 
nothing but the best orl.

In most cases, once or twice a week 1s quite 
often enough to trim the lamp, but it is well 
to always observe that it is burning a nice 
round flame. Once the eggs are set, they 
should be turned twice every twenty-four 
hours from the second to the nineteenth day, 
and then do not open the machine again until 
the hatch is over. We now turn to the 


-second stage of the business, the rearing of 


the chickens. Many people prefer to buy 
them as day-olds, and so avoid the trouble, 
time and expense of running incubators them- 
selves. As far as the cost is concerned, it 18 
really immaterial, as on the first method there 
is the expense of buying the machine, eggs 
and paraffin, whereas, although day-olds are 
more expensive than eggs, they save the pur- 
chaser the already mentioned disadvantages.

CEREALS AND TOP

Autumn-sown cereal crops are particularly 
susceptible to the attacks of wireworms and 
other soil pests during these periods of un- 
favourable weather which occur so often in 
late winter or early spring; the young plants 
are then standing still and are unable to 
grow. away from the attack. A top dressing 
of ammonium sulphate, provided it is applied 
in time, will do much: to assist the crops 
over these difficult period, and in a seasoy 
like the present, when the soil is likely. to 
have been impoverished by the continual 
rain, the crops will almost certainly benefit 
from assistance of this type. 


SLUGS AND WHEAT

Damage by slugs to cereals and other 
crops has already been reported, 
would, therefore, be wise to keep a watch 
on young wheat, which sometimes suffers 
severely from the attacks of these pests. 
Where typical injury is-seen, a mixture of 
copper sulphate and kainit should be broad. 
east at night when the weather is mild; 6lbs, 
of copper sulphate should be mixed with 
each Gandredweleih of kainit, and the mix- 
ture used at the rate of 3 cwt. per acre.
